is it for our country that the mighty engine 


Of popular opinion has been bronght to 
hear in clevating the character of the.Com- 


mon School, Fortunate for our city that 
there is little of that false practical spirit 
which would ‘narrow down the range of 
Common School studies, The general in- 
troduction of musie and drawing in the 
schools, proves that here, at least, they are 
keeping pace with publie opinion. To £/ 
ocution as an additional refining accomplish- 
ment, let me for a few moments call your 


attention, 


By Llocution, I mean, not so much that 
part which is essential in all schools—ood 


| reading—as Elocutionary training in its 


higher departments, of Declamation, Di- 
alogue, Recitation of Poetry, Gesture and 
Vocal Culture. As a science and an art, it 
has been considered as lying beyond the 
province of the common school, and belong- 
ing to the Academy, High School or Col- 
lege. It is Elocution as an Art, as a part 
of Esthetic culture, that I urge upon you. 

Why should Elocutionary culture begin 
in the Common School? In it the masses 
receive their education. By education we 
imean the influence exerted on the human 
intellect with a view to its perfect de- 
velopement, The Intellectual _Faculties 


may be divided into three classes: Percep- 


tive, Expressive and Reflective. The Per- 
ceptive faculties, embracing sensation, per- 
ception, attention and observation, prompt- 
ed by curiosity, the moving principle of 
childhood, are first exercised on all sur- 
rounding objects; wheu by this action, ideas 
have ,been gathered up, sympathy, the 
main-spring of the expressive faculties, 
‘prompts the. child to make known his _feel- 
ing to those around him. Lastly, the re. 
flective faculties, moved by intellectual cu- 
riosity, act upon and make use of facts 
previously ascertained by the other facul- 
ties. It is aserious defect in our system 
of education that the expressive faculties, 


sion, imagination, fancy, association, imita- 
tion and deseription—are called so little 
into action. The fact that the child has ® 


soul as well as mind has hardly been recog- 


nized. No provision is made for the culti 
vation of imagination and feeling, the main. 
springs of living communication. I claim 
for Elocution, when fully and effectually 
taught, as the strongest argument in its fa- 
vor, that it calls into active exercise the 
much neglected class of expressive facul- 
ties, and tends to educate man as a social 
being. The Greeks who lived in the most 
intimate communion with nature, and de- 
rived their wisdom from careful observation 
of the material world, considered Elocution 
an indispensable part of the education of 
men as any. expressive being. Superficial 
critics there are, who say that emotion is. 
self-expressive,—that. eloquence flows from. 
the heart as sparkling water from the_liv- 
ing spring,—who sneer at all training as n- 
volving artificial processes. They forget 


that the model orators of ancient times 


submitted to the most rigid and fastidious 
discipline,—-that Elocution, like every oth- 
er form of genuine art, is only the highest, 
and best, and truest form of nature embod- 
ied in art, 
The little child is a living poet of expres- 
sion, and takes on and gives off with bril- 
liant effect, the choicest forms of eloquent 


-tone, attitude, and action. The fact that 


this same child becomes, in the daily drill 
of the school-room, a dull, monotonous 
reader, awkward in manner and constrained 
in gesture, proves conclusively that youth 
is the true season for Elocutionary instruc- 
tion. Admitting then, both its importance 
and its fitness for the Common School, the 
question arises how shall Elocution _be 
taught, I answer, give ita place among 
the general exercises of the school. I'wo 
hours in the closing afternoon of the week 
may be usefully taken.up in Elocutionary 
exercises, either declamation by boys, rec- 
itations of poetry by girls, dialogues for 
both, or by having the whole school follow 
the teacher in elementary principles. Chil- 
dren delight in such exercises. They listen 
with most perfect attention to their school- 
mates, and thus every good speaker be- 
comes a teacher tothe others. Let the 
teacher at the cpening of the week, select 
appropriate pieces of prose or poetry, to 
be committed during the week, and thus 
the scholar receives all the advantage of 
the teacher's literary taste and judgment. 
Or let the scholars make their own selec- 
tions, submitting them in all cases to the 
inspection of the teacher. Let amusing 
dialogues be selected, for with them chil- 
dren ate delighted. The teacher cannot- 
better occupy his own odd moments, the ten 
minutes of the morning and evening recess 
—or the hour of intermission, if he remain 
in the school, than by hearing scholars re-

hearse separately! and privately—for any 
instruction go given is definite, and seldom 
forgotton. The teacher should give in- 
struction in gesture as a part of expressive 
education. Gesture is by no means a pro- 
duct of mechanical and artificial move- 
ments; it springs from the close sympathy 
of mind and body. A look of the eye, an 
expression of the countenance, a@ movement 
of the hand, often convey more than words 
can express, Action is a compgnent part 
of speech, and it is only through false train- 
ing and false habit that the child becomes 
stiff, constrained and inexpressive in man- 
ner, The scholar need not become a-mere 
mechanical imitator; there are general prin- 
ciples underlying the art which the scholar 
can perceive and apply for himself. 

Let not Elocution be confined to boys, 
The reading and recitation of poetry by 
girls and young ladies, is an *indispensible 
part of the education of woman, as one of 
the most effectual modes of discipline for 
the taste and imagination, | ‘The best mu- 


sic of the human voice, The soft and win- 
ning voice of woman in conversation and 
social intercourse is the erery day music of 
life, heard in the cottage of the poor, in 
the palace of the rich, around the hearths 
and homes of all—-the music of geutleness, 
and affection, and feeling, and love. There 
isa deep, rich melody int the distinctive 
base of the male voice, but the key note of 
poetry seems to have been given to wo- 
man,—-the human nerves are attuned to it, 


readily to her touch. On the ear of infan- 
ey and childhood, of nanhood and old age, 
it falls alike, @ winning prelude to the mel- 
odies of nature, a living assurance of a 
higher and purer sphere of being than the 
present. Poetry is the embodiment of the 
beautiful, and the beautiful is harmonious 
and musical. Many of the most exquisite 
and delicate passages of the pocts can nev- 
er be appreciated until repeated by the 
voice of woman, whose| 
“Lips move timefully along 
Some glorious page of old.” 

Who has not felt the voice of some little 
virl—the picture of innocence and beauty, 
thrill through the soul to waken melody 
even as the evening zephyr stirs the strings 
of the olian. Let the female voice, then, 
be trained in the recitation of poetry as a 
means of refinement, as cultivating a love 
of beauty, as imparting grace of manner 
The 
heart and the imagination, preponderant in 
the constitntion of woman, have been but 
little studied in her education. In the ed- 
ucation of man, however much the material 
be exalted above the zdeal, woman’s educa- 
tion should be invested with the charms of 
grace and gentleness, so becoming her mor- 
al sphere of influence. Rightly considered, 
the life of a true woman is a poem of beauty, 
her true sphere one of feeling rather than 
action. | 

What are the advantages resulting from 
teaching Elocution in the Common School? 
The regular and stated committal of preces 
strengthen the memory. 1am aware that 
among fast teachers of the day it is fash- 
ionable to scout the idea of a child's com- 
mitting anything not perfectly comprehend- 
ed and understood; and to consider verba- 
tim memory exercises as obsolete, The old 
system, indeed, had too much of parrot-like 
repeating, but reason suggests the golden 
mean without either extreme. Passages 
learned by heart and stored up in the mem- 
ory, are materials to be used by reason in 
after life. Jt cultivates a taste for reading. 
Every teacher knows how eagerly the young 
elocutionist hunts after a ‘‘good piece to 
speak,” and how many are often read before 
a satisfactory choice could be made. Ma- 
ny a dusty library is ransacked, many an old 


| book dragged into light, many a time-worn 


volume despoiled of its literary gems, 
many a newspaper loses its corner piece of 
stray poetry, and many a choice volume 
read, that otherwise would have remained 
unnoticed and uncared for. Jt makes a 
scholar familiar with the choicest passages of 
English Literature, and amid the accumu- 
lated and accumulating rubbish of fashion- 
able reading, this is no minor consideration. 
The boy gathers strength from the orations 
of Cicero, Demosthenes, Burke, Chatham, 
Webster and Clay; and the girl adorns her 
own mind with the poetic gems of Hemans, 
Sigourney, Cook and Howitt. 

It awakens and erereises imagination and 
feeling. What teacher has not seen the 
eye kindle, the vacant countenance take 
expression, the face glow with emotion and 
the whole boy become lost in the sentiment 
of his declamation. An English writer 
said ‘he could never hear the old ballad of 
Chevy'Chase without feeling his heart beat 
as at the blast of a trumpet.’ What Amer- 
ican boy can recite that thrilling lyric of 
Drake—the American Flag, without feel- 
ing a prouder glow of enthusiasiic putriot- 
ism. 

lt improves manner, The scholar care- 
fully trained to grace of gesture and atti- 
tude on the stage, will appear graceful and 
easy and natural in the drawing room.— 
The vast importance of the cultivation of 
manner is too much overlooked in our 
schools. A man’s manner influences direct-

ly and powerfully his success among, bis| i 


fellow men, and shall this part of his train- 
ing be neglected? The young girl well 
instructed in gesture, acquires more grace 
of movement than the dancing master and 


ball room can ever give, because the latter 
is purely artificial and mechanical, while 


the former is prompted by intellectual ac- 
tion and has the grace of natural expres- 
sion. True, there are those in society who 


pride themselves on their bluntness—who. 
shake lands with youlikea bear, and whose. 


faces are never lighted up by a sunbeam of 
the soul—--whose blood never warms in s0- 
cal intercourse, They are refrigerators of 
society, 

It refines feeling, Vt requires no close 
observer to perceive the effect of poetry on 
the youthful mind, Childhood delights in 
the melody of -verse, and is pleased with its 
flowing harmony of sound, In it are em- 
bodied some of the most beautiful lessons of 
morality, and they a.¢ presented in a man- 
ner which arrests the attention and impres- 
ses the mind, “Let me write the ballads 
and songs of a people” says one, ‘and I 
care not who make the laws,” cultivates 
self-possession and self-confidence, That boy 
who can stand up before an audience and 
act well his part, hus more confidence in 
himself than before; and a high standard 
of true self-respect ought to be encouraged 
in every scholar. It is pleasing to children. 
What children delight in they do with a 
whole soul. They often find the severe 
routine of school duties dull and tiresome; 
let them, at times, turn to something which 
may refresh and rejuvenate their spirits.-— 
If, then, these combined advantages may 
be expected to result, even toa sinall ex- 
tent, let Elocutionary training begin where 
it ought to, in the Common School. 

The necessity of elocutionary culture 
somewhere in our course of education is self- 


evident, Take American public speakers, as 


a class, whether at tle bar, in the pulpit, 
on the stump, or in the lecture-room., One 
stands with his hands in his breeches pockets, 
another in the attitude of a boxer ; one 
bows to the earth like a Chinese Mandarin, 


another rests his body on his fore-paws like 
an ourang-outang ; 


one offends the eye by 
wild, meaningless, uncouth, frantic gesticu- 
lations-—another stands stock still, stiff and 
firm, like a cast iron city lamp-post. 
the melody of the human voice--that is 
heard and felt in the barrel-like base of the 
pulpit, in linked sweetness, long drawn out ; 
in the hacking, turgid, jagged, jarring style 
of the bar; and the bawling, shouting, vo- 
ciferating vehemence of the stump orator. 
One has the high, piping, thin, shrill, sharp, 
piercing note of a steam whistle, and .the 
screech grates on the car like the filing of a 
saw ; another, the gruff, guttural voice of 
old Falstaff, over a pot of sack ; the voice 
of a third comes from his gullet, and as- 
saults the ear like the bass tones of an or- 
gan grinder; a fourth has the regular 
Yankee nasal twang, and the last rants 
and mouths like a stage-struck youth. 

The leading part New England took in 
Common Schools has: given a character to 
American education, and a cast to Ameri- 
ean public speaking. The people of New 
England have a chill exterior, which freezes 
the genial stream of expressive feeling, and 
their characteristic manner is reserved, 
rigid, severe, cold, hard, dry, blunt, and an- 
New England style of oratory is 
passionless and inexpressive. This disre- 
gard to manner, Which has too often made 
the student and the speaker the butt of 
ridicule, ought to be remedied. 

It is true the golden age of Oratory has 


been succeeded by the age of Printing. 


The orator no longer sways with the thun- 
der of eloquence, the turbulent current of 
popular opinion ; the still small voice of the 
newspaper speaks to the millions of the na- 
tion, in the busy mart, and the retirement 
of home. Bat the thronging together of 
men in great cities, the prevalence of Ly- 
ceums and Lectures and political mass meet- 
ings, give the public speaker no small de- 
gree of influence, | 
Fellow Teachers—let me ask you togive 
this subject a careful and thoughtful con- 
sideration. Make a practical application 
of the theory, and, if it does not stand the 
test of the school-room, it will take but 
little time, and can do no harm. — But if it 
does bear the analysis, introduce Elocution 
into the Common School. Introduce it to 
exercise and strengthen memory, to awaken 
feeling and excite imagination. Introduce 
it to cultivate a love of reading, to give 
self-respect, toimprove manner. Introduce 
it as a relief from study, a pleasing recrea- 
tion, and a source of intellectual enjoyment. 
Introduce it to train those who are toenter 
the professions to become graceful, eloquent, 
soul-stirring speakers. Introduce it as a 


part of the isthetic education, so pecu- 


liarly appropriate for woman. Make it a 
part of the education of man, as an expres- 
sive, sympathetic being, possessing a soul 
as well as mind. ae

‘Extract from the Speech of Hon. Geo. 
Bancroft before the N. Y¥. Historical So- 
ciety. , 

I have reminded you of the few centu- 
ries during which man has been a tenant of 
earth; and of the great proportion that the 
last-half century bears to: the whole period 
of his existence, Let us consider this more 
closely in reference to his condition; for I 
dare to assert that, in some branches of 
human achievement, the half century we 
commemorate has done more for his instruc- 
tion and improvement than all which went 
before, I donot here refer to our own 
country, because it is altogether new; 
though its growth merits a passing remark; 
for within this time the arca of our land 
has been so extended, that a similar in- 
crease during two more such periods would 
carry the stars and stripes to the Polar ice 
and to the Isthmus; while our population 
has so multiplied that it exceeds five times 
over all who existed at the end of the two 
previous centuries, and probably outnum- 
bers all the generations that sleep beneath 
the soil, I speak rather of results in which 
the Old Wofld takes its share; and I will 
hegin the enumeration by reference to an 
improvement which we may delight to con- 
sider our own, Your thoughts go in ad- 
vance of me, and recall the fact that with- 
in the period we commemorate, steam was 
first employed for both interior and oceanic 
navigation. We, brothers of the New 
York Historical Society, remember with 
pride that this grest achievement in hehalf 
of the connection and the unity of the 


world, is due to the genius of one of our: 


members, and the encouragement of anoth- 
er—to Robert Fulton and to Robert R. 
Livingston, The same superiority ever all 
preceding time belongs to this age in refer- 
ence to the construction of the means of 
internal communication, What are all the 
artificial channels. of travel and of com- 
merce that existed before the present cen- 
tury, compared with the eanals and rail- 
roads constructed in our time? I shall not 
pause to estimate the number of these new- 
ly-made highways; their collective length, 
their capacity for journeyings and for trade. 
I leave to others to contrast the occasional 
Oriental or African caravan with the daily 
freight train on one of our iron pathways ; 
the postchaise, the stage coach, and the 
diligence, with the incessant movement in 
the canal boats and the flying cars of the 
railroad. Yet, in your presence, my broth- 
ers, remembering the eleven men who, fifty 
years ago, met and organized our society, 
f must for an instant direct your attention 
to the system. which connects our own Hud- 
son with the basins of the St. Lawrence, 
of the Delaware, of the Susquehanna, and 
of the Mississippi. This magnificent work, 


one of the noblest triumphs of civilized | 


nen, so friendly to peace and industry, - to 
union and true national glory, was effected 
through the special instrumentality of one 
of our original founders and most active 
members—the same De Witt Clinton who, 


in the days when the city of New York 


gloried in her enlightened magistracy, was 
at the head of her municipal gevernment, 
-esteeming it a part of his public duty to care 
disiuterestedly for the welfare of science 
and the fame of the great men of the coun- 


try. The half century which we commem-. 


orate is found to retain the same character 
of superiority, if we consider the study it 
has made of the history of the earth. Ge- 
ology in that time has assumed a severe 
scientific form, doing the highest honor, I 
will not say to the individual men who have 
been concerned in the pursuit, but to hn- 
man nature itself, by the persevering appli- 
cation of the system of induction; by the 
imperturbable serenity with which seeming 


contradictions have been studied till they 


have been found to confirm the general 


laws, and men have been able to discover 
in some degree the chronology of the earth; 
to demonstrate the regularity of its stue- 
ture where it seemed most disturbed; and 
where nature herself was at fault, and the 
trail of her footsteps broken, to restore the 
just arrangement of strata that had been 
crushed into confusion, or turned over in 
apparently inexplicable and incongruous 
folds. And thus the geologist has been 
able to peruse -the rocky: tablets on which 
time-honored nature has set her inscriptions. 
He has opened the nassive sepulchres of 
departed forms of being, and has pored 
over the copious records preserved there in 
stone, till tney have revealed the majestic 
march of creative power, from the organ- 
ism of the zoophyte entombed in the lowest 
depths of siluria, through all the rising gra- 
dations of animal life, up to its sublimest 
result iu God-like man. Again: it is only 
in our day that the sun has been taught to 
do the work of an artist, and in obedience 
to man’s will, the great wave of light in its 


inconceivable swiftness of motion is com- | 


pelled to delineate with inimitable exact- 
hess any object that the eye of day looks 
upon. Of the nature of electricity the last 
fifty years havé revealed more than the 
world in all past time had discovered, not 
even excepting the age when our own 
Franklin called it from the clouds. This 
aerial invisible power has learned to fly as 
man’s faithful messenger, till the mystic 
wires tremble with his passions, and bear 
his errands on the wings of lightning. He 
divines how this agency which holds the 


globe in its invisible embrace guides float- 


ing atoms to their places in the crystal; or 
teaches the mineral ores the lies in which 
they should move; where to assemble to- 


gether, and where to lie down and take 


their rest. It whispers to the meteorolo- 
gist the secrets of the atmosphere and the 
skies. For the chemist in his laboratury it 
perfects the instruments of heat, dissolves 


the closest affinities, and reunites the san- 
dered elements. It joins the artisan at his 


toil, and, busily employed at his side, this 
subtiest and swiftest of existences patient- 
ly and carefully reproduces the. designs of

Habits of Literary Men. 

Professor Porson, one of the greatest 
Greek scholars in the world, was a confirmed 
drunkard ; Rev. Mr. Maurice, assistant li- 
brarian of the British Museum, and a man 
of extensive and varied learning, was fre- 
quently insensible from inebriation ; Sheri- 
dan, one of the most eloquent of orators, 
was frequently drank; Shiel, who came 
nearest to him, perhaps, in the modern 
House of Commons, drank deeply ; and 
Campbell, the poet, for whom a statue has 
heen erected, to be placed in Westminster 


Abbey among the worthies of England, was 


in his later ycarsrarely sober, 
In the volume of The Lives af the Illus- 
trious, there are these remarkable proofs 
of other highly educated and literary men 
being hard drinkers. At page 8, is the fol- 
lowing passage from the life of Sir Walter 
Scott : ‘His erudite researchés into an- 
cient Scottish lore gained him, at the Lit- 
erary Society, the appellation of Duns 
Scotus ; while at the Club, the more con- 
vivial, as it was the less scientific, of the two 
gatherings, he obtained the soeubriquet of 
Col. Grogg. Apropos of the convivial 
character of these assemblies, Sir Walter 
lived to repent of the excesses which were 
occasionally indulged in, and in a letter of 
warning to his son, then a voung officer in 
Dublin, he traces back those severe stomach 
seizures, which at one time endangered his 
life, and extorted from him shrieks of agony 
to the hard drinking which had been the 
sin of his youth. And many times would 
he say to those exposed to similar tempta- 
tions, ‘ Depend upon it, of all vices drink- 
ing is the most incompatible with great- 
ness.’ ”

The modes of improving the moral charac- 
., ter of men may be reduced to two. One is that 
that of faith. One that of apparent expediency; 
the other that of unyielding principle. One 
that of agencies seeming or professing to be 

. adequste, or, at least, probably adequate; the 
other that of instrumentalities, evowedly in- 
adequate in themselves, or in the hands of 
any visible agent who may wield them. The 
one looks more at men as & mass, and by ele- 
vating the mass hopes to elevate the indivi- 
duals ; the other looks at men as individuals, 
and seeks to change the mass only by reno- 
- wating and regenerating, one by one, its ulti- 
mate component parts. The one, to continue 
the parallel, lops off the branches, cuts up the 
underbrush, and hopes in that way finally, to 
reach the root; the other lays the axe at the 

- root of the tree at once, confident that if onlg 
the right blow could be struck there, all the 
luxuriant foliage of vice and crime would wi- 
ther of itself. The one says, “ make men so- 
ber, thei make them religious ;” the other 
says, “make them religious, and they will 
make themselves sober.” The one relies 
much if not altogether upon human agency 
' and visible machinery—its hope is from good 
' and stringent laws, from a fearless and well- 
sustained press, from associated effort, skil- 
fully directed against particular vices, from 
mass-meetings and speeches, and the other 

- modes of correcting, arousing, and concen- 
trating public sentiment upon the side of 


\ 


cause it is an appointed condition of aid from 
on high. The success which may be gained 
is no success of man, it is God’s efficiency ; 
the effort is put forth in a specified direction, 
not so much because of any inherent tendency 
discovered there toward the end desired, 
but because about such effort a promise is 
given that it “shall not be in vain.” 
These two systems of operation are not al- 
together inconsistent with each other, not- 
_ withstanding they differ so widely. In advo- 
cating the pre-eminence of the way of faith, 
we do not reject, and would not discourage a 
subordinate co-operation in the path of sense 
and sight. Indeed, often, and to a great ex- 
tent, to a merely superficial observer, it would 
seem as though these paths did actually 
join in one. While the true believer has no 
hope of reaching the high point of even mo- 
ral advancement through the aid of human 
legislation, yet he does not reject but de- 
mands its aid in bringing society to a point 
higher than its present one. 
While from any effort, whether associated 
_or-individual, put forth specially in the advo- 
cacy of temperance or of freedom, or of 
chastity or of honesty, he does not expect 
complete success, even externally, and while 
he sees a comparatively superficial change 
alone, in the reformation of a drunkard, or a 
gambler or a debauchee, unless that reforma- 
tion originated in repentance towards God and 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ, still he can re- 
joice in, and can labor for such changes, 
throngh the force of public sentiment and effi- 
cient legislation. But his great hope for the 
elevation of his race is in the provisions of 
the Gospel of Christ: It is not education—it 
is not the eloquent harangue—the moved and 
applauding multitude, when even the inter- 
ests of morality are the theme—it is not the 
widely-spread growth of any association for 
moral reform—nor the rapid circulation of a 
7 pledge—is not the victories of the right at the 
ballot-box, the election of good rulers, the 
ensuring of good laws—it is not these things, 
nor such things as these, from which he hopes 
for a speedy victory over evil, and the ban- 
ishment even of viceand external immorality. 
It is not by these things that he “lays foun- 
dations for future generations.” 
Those foundations are laid only by the re- 
newal, the regeneration of individual human 
hearts. Spiritual renovations must be the 
root of all healthful and permanent external 
reforms; they constitute the foundation of all 
true social progress and happiness, and of all 
national glory. These myriad hearts are to be 
taken one by one; a change is to be wrought 
in each of them, so radical and so complete, 
that it is no strained metaphor when the indi- 
vidual is spoken of as “born again.” The 
heart, the main spring of action, is to be set 
right in respect to its Creator, that it may 
work right among its fellow creatures. 
- This is Faith’s mode of advancing morality. 
It is Christ’s mode. It is the true mode. 
Well. aware are we that to human view it 
seems impracticable. It certainly is imprac- 
ticable to unaided man. It is a path which 
we walk by faith. We see our'means and 
our power altogether inadequate, but “through 
Christ who strengtheneth us, we can do all 
things.” 
_ Upon this point the history of our Saviour’s 
- temptation is exceedingly instructive. The 
twolast of them mentioned by Matthew,were 
evidently pasvented to our Saviours as com- 
mon-sense' ways of commencing His work.

subject. One of the conditions upon which 
a church receives aid ftom the American 
Home Missionary Society, is that a contribu- 
tion shall be taken up%gt least once a year in 
behalf of the object of the Society.

_merely ; for without this kind of liberality 
there can be but little true religion, and but 
little right estimate of its value and impor- 
tance. 
_ It isa home question with us. A deep in- 
terest has been manifested throughout the 
Eastern christian community in the work of 
establishing churches in California. At great 
expense Missionaries have been sent, and for 
a time-maintained. Many more are required 
to be sent in the same way, and at the same 
expense, until our State has something like a 
sufficient, settled ministry. 
_ There are those at the East who have dis- 
trusted the wisdom of such large outlays ; 


{| who have doubted and yet doubt whether 


churches can root themselves firmly and 
deeply, and do their legitimate work in com- 
munities so changing and amid scenes so 
stormy as here. But chiefly a confident ex- 
pectation has prevailed. Wise men have 
felt thar the church has here a great and noble 
work to do, upon which it has already well en- 
tered. Nothing can more effectually sustain 
and carry forward this interest than the cheer- 
ful and earnest co-operation of the churches 
already existing,in the work that has but been 
begun. Next to our own vitality, nothing is 
so important.. Doing what we can. we may 
hope that a large minded liberality will still 
prevail, and that the large districts that now 
require pastors shall receive them. 

_ Great good has been done. The church 
has here been built up not with observation ; 
but by humble, faithful labor. Missionaries 
have not hesitated to go where society was a 
moral wilderness, and where there were no

Hesperides. And the mug of cider—don’t

3 For the Pacific. we 


It was on one of the loveliest days in Decem- 
ber—-such a winter’s day as California alone 
can boast—that wishing to visit a friend about 
six miles distant, I unmoored my skiff, sprang 
in and pushed into the stream. My course 
was along the windings of an “estero” that 
had its entrance fiom the sea some three 
miles below. This “ estero” was parallel! to 
the beach, separated from it only by a narrow 
line of sand dunes, thrown up by the joint 
action of the wind and waves. On the oppo- 
site side it spread out into numerous minature 
bays and inlets, extending far up between the 
rounded ridges, that, like ribs descend from 
high rocky crests in the interior. In times of 
high water the estero covers a large extent 
of surface, that at low tide is a flat, miry 
marsh, with a tortuous slugglish stream cour- 
sing through it, and supporting a: luxuriant 
growth of the samphire. The parallel ridges 


| separating the inlete and vallies, terminate, 


for the most part, in bold bluffs, from twenty 
to fifty and sixty feet high, the bases of which 
are washed by the ever-flowing and receding 

The water was just beginning to ebb, and 
being in no haste, I resigned my: skiff to the 
current, and amused myself with admiring 
the multifarious forms of animal and vegeta- 


bing stream. 

I said the day was lovely—it was warm 
and balmy, as a June day in New England, 
and the atmosphere had that peculiar softness 
and haziness that characterize the Indian 
summer of our climate. Not a cloud specked 
the blue arch above, not a ripple dimpled the 
placid gently-gliding water below. All was 
quiet and pleasant, yet joyous and full of life- 
The bald, chalky bluffs, the verdant slopes, 
the flowers, the birds, the flocks and herds, 
were distinctly mirrored in the dark green 
depths around. The early rain had caused 
the vegetation to start afresh—the valleys and 
hill-sides had doffed the faded and sere robes 
of the old year, and were clothed in the plea- 
sant green of early spring. A few flowers, 
the earnest of the bountiful harvest soon to 
come, greeted us with their familiar smiling 
faces. There was the blue violet, lifting up 


| its modest head on the sunny slopes, inter- 


mingled with a beautiful dwarf vetch, whose 
litrle clusters of pink flowers formed a pleas- 
ing contrast to the delicate azure of the other. 
On the sand hills were to be seen the rounded 
forms of the shrubby lupines, like hay-cocks, 
dotting the surface, under whose thick-leaved 
branches the hares and rabbits find such se- 
cret hiding places. Now and then a few 
flowers might be detected, but they were 
rare—a few weeks hence and these green 
masses will be covered with spikes of purple 
and blue, charming to the eye, and filling the 
atmosphere with their sweet-scented fra- 
grarnce. 

Two species of Abronia had already been 
quickened into life by the warm sun, and 


] were then creeping over the barren sand, 


decking it out with beauty and life. The 
rose-colored Abronia is one of our most beau- 


| tiful native flowers, and will rival, in delici- 


ousness of odor, any of the much-prized exo- 
tics of your city conservatories. 

_ At the bases of the bluffs, on the southern 
sides, wherever a moist place is found, the 
large yellow Mimulus flourishes luxuriantly. 
In sheltered positions, this is one of the very 
earliest of our flowers, and weeks ago had 
unfolded its gaudy orange-colored blossoms 
to the sunlight. The pink malva, a white den- 
taria, the wild strawberry and a few others, 
had put forth a flower or two, by way of re- 
connaissance to ascertain if the danger of cold 
and drought were past. With these early 
flowers were a few that belonged to the old 
year, several composite@ and umbellifera, that, 
beside their younger and fresher companions, 
paled and grew dim, as if conscious that their 
glory had departed, that another generation 
was usurping their place. 


Innumerable wild fov found a resting 


| place on the quiet bosom of the little bays 


and coves, or were sunning themselves on 
their margins. Some sitting with their heads 
under their wings, appeared to be enjoying 
balmy sleep—others standing on one leg, 
were dreaming away, with half-shut eyes, 
the drowsey hours—occasionally one. was 
seen washing itself in the sparkling waters, 
and pluming its feathers, as if for conquest, 
among the fairones. Here and there, a stray 
gull or a curlew was busily eegaged in pick- 
ing out the small marine animals from the 
‘bunches of sea-weed, left on the shore by 
the receding tide; and onthe projecting points 
of the precipitous bluffs, were perched as sen- 
tinels, the sluggish though lynx-eyed crane. 
All seemed to be aware Of the loveliness of 
the day, and each-in his own manner was 
enjoying its beauty. 

Most prominent among these water-birds, 
both for beauty and number, were the various 
species of duck. There were the emerald- 
headed mallard, the speckled widgeon or 
bald-pate, the broad bill, the pintail, the sho- 
veller,the green-winged teal, the blue-winged 
teal, and several others of inferior plumage. 
The widgeons were the most numerous, and 
seemed to be somewhat exclusive in their 
habits, as were the mallards also. Both of 
these species keep aloof from the other; the 
latter associating in little flocks of from two or 
three to aeight or ten pairs, and those in large 
flocks of fifty to several hundred. At this 
season they are all very fat, and of most deli- 
cate flavor. 
_ On the opposite side were countless flocks 
of the long-beaked curlew,the ( Numenius Jen- 
girostris.) These delight in the sandy beaches) 
and make their appearance to feed just as 
the tide begins to ebb. Fiddlers, shell-fish 
and sea-worms constitute their food, in pro- 
curing which they probe the yielding sand 
to the utmost length of their long bills. Se- 
veral other species were seen, of inferior size, 
though of much more beauty than the com- 
mon curlew. These were quite shy, and. took 
flight before we were within gun-shot, filling 
the air with their shrill screams. 

On an extended sand-beach, some distance 
down the “estero,” we saw a line of white 
stretching along the edge of the water, look- 
ing like the foam that sometimes accu- 
mulates on ocean shores during a heavy 
storm. As we approached, however, the mass 
assumed form and comeliness, and was at 
length resolved into a large flock of the com- 
mon white or American gulls. They, too, 
were standing mostly on one foot, with their 
necks drawn in, looking not more than half 
their usual size, and closely watching the eb- 
bing flood, as it almost imperceptibly revealed 
the sand-bars and islands—the dwelling 
places of crabs, clams and other shell-fish, so 
highly prized by these gluttinous feeders. 
The gulls are beautiful birds, clean and neat 
in their appearance, of powerful, yet easy and 
graceful flight, and exceedingly light and 
buoyant on the water. So tame are they 
that we not unfrequently passed within oar’s 
length of them as they sat on the water, with- 
out disturbing their rest. They are very useful 
as scavengers, for they feed on all kinds of 
offal,and in many harbors that we have visited 
are protected by law from the (owling-pieces 
of the sportsman. Audobon relates of one 
species, the silvery or herring gull, found on 
the shores of the Bay of Fundy—that when 
their nests had been repeatedly robbed of the 
eggs, they resorted to the trees in the neigh- 
borhood and built their nests in the lofty tops 
far above the reach of the egg-hunters. ° 

The gull does not lay the eggs brought so 
abundantly to your market from the Faralones 
—these are the product of the foolish guille- 
mot, Uria troile. When we consider that this 
bird lays but a single egg in a season, what 


myriads must there be to produce the many 


ble life, as I slowly passed them on the eb- 


cargoes that are gathered for consumption in 
San Francisco.—But we are degressing. 
Here we were obliged to make a long detour 
to the right, to avoid a sand-point that was 
already showing its most elevated points above 


the water. Approaching the shore we fright- 
ened up a belted king-fisher, that darted 
along the surface of the stream with a rapid 
motion, and alighted on a projecting root that 
overhung the water a little distance below. 
It was a genuine * halcyon” day, just fitted 
for the operations of the king-fisher. As this 
bird fishes entirely by sight, it requires 
clear water and a‘smooth surface to fish with 
any prospect of success. Pushing our skiff 
on to the sand-beach, we patiently watched 
its movements. Not long were we obliged to 
wait—for five minutes, perhaps, it sat as if 


carved in stone, and then made a dive into 


the crystal depths as suddenly and as swiftly 
as a meteor’s fall, and immediately emerged 
with a large fish that struggled manfully to 
escape. Bearing it with great difficulty to a 
projecting ledge of rocks, the king-fisher beat 
and bruised it, until every bone in its body 
was broken, then swallowed it whole, and 
soon returned to his post again.

ed, and I stamped them on the floor of the 
carriage to revive the circulation.: My 
companion observed my proceedings with 
a comical look, as if he thought me a very 
tender traveler. 

“This carriage must be badly closed,” I 
remarked. ‘It is bitter cold to the 
feet.” | 

“ For that discomfort I have little pity,” 

plied the Frenchman. “A ride on the 
railway is soon over, and a good fire or a 
brisk walk isa quick and easy remedy. 
Mine is a different case, For forty years I 
have never known warm feet.” 

“For forty years?” I repeated think- 
ing I -had misunderstood him. 

“ Yes, sir, forty years; since the winter 
_ of 1812-—the winter of the Russian cam- 

ign.” 

“You were in that terrible canpaign?” I 
inquired, in a tone of interest and curiosity. 
My companion, previously taciturn, sud- 
denly became communicative. __ 

“All through it, Sir,” he replied; ‘ from 
the Niemen tothe Kremlin and back again. - 
It was my first campaign, and was near 

being my last. I was in others afterwards; 
in Germany in 1813, when the combined 
Germans and Russians drove us before. 
them; for want ofthe brave fellows we had 
left in Moscovy’s snows; in. France in 
1814, when the Emperor made his gallant 
struggle against overwhelming forces; and 
at the closing scene in Flanders; but not 
all those three campaigns put together, nor 
as I believe all that this century as witnes- 
sed, can match the horrors of that dreadful 
winter in Russia.” i 

He paused, and, leaning back in his cor- 
ner, seemed to revolve in his mind events 
- of powerful interest long gone by, I wait- 
ed a while, in hopes he would resume the 
subject. As he did not do so,I asked 
him to what army he belonged when in 
Rassia. | 

“T was assistant surgeon in a regiment — 
of hussars,” he answered, “ and in my medi- 
cal capacity I had abundant opportunity 
to make acpuaintance with the horrors of 
the war. On the 7th of September, for 
instance, at the Moskwa—Heavens! what 
a shambles that was! Ah, it was fine to 
see such valor on both sides—for the Rua- 
sians fought well—gallantly, Sir, or where 
would have been the glory of beating them’ 
But Ney! Ney! Oh! he was splendid that 

day! His whole countenance gleamed, as 
he again and again led the bloody charge, 
exposing himself as freely as any corporal 
in the ranks. And Eugene, the Viceroy, 
with what vigor he hurled his masses 
against that terrible redoabt! When at 
last it was his, what a sight was there! 
The ground was not strewn with dead; it 
was heaped, piled with them. They had 
been shot down by whole ranks, and there 
they lay, prostrate, iu line as they had 
stood.” 


' The surgeon paused. I though of By- 
ron’s beautiful line beginning, 
“ Even as they fell, in files they lay ;”” 
but I said nothing, for I saw that my com- 
panion was now fairly started, and needed 
no spurring. 
Monsieur,” he resumed, ‘‘ all 
those things have been brdught strongly 
to my mind by the letter you saw me just 
now reading. It is from anold friend, a 
captain in- 1812, a general now, who went 
through the campaign, and whom I was so 
fortunate to save from a grave in those in- 
fernal plains where most of our poor com- 
.rades perished. I will tell you how it hap- 
ned. We were talking of the battle of 
Borodino. Seventy thonsand men, it is 
. gaid, were killed and wounded in that mur- 
derous fight. We surgeons, as you. may 
well think, had our hands full, and still 
could not suffice for tithe of the sufferers. 
It was a h breaking-in fora youn 
hand, as I then was. Such frightful 
wounds as were there, of every kind and 
description—from shot, shell, and bullet, 
" pike and sabre. Well, Sir, all the misery 
and suffering I then saw, all the vast 
amount of human agony and bloodshed, 
whose steam, ascending to Heaven, might 
well have brought down God’s malediction 
on His creatures, who could thus destroy 
and deface each other, was nothing com- 
pared with the horrible misery we witnes- 
sed on our retreat. I have read every thing 
that has appeared in France concerning that 
paige — Segu Lebaume, and other

of us could find lodging ; we were sick, 
half frozen, and numbers died in the 
streets. At Orcha we found shelter and 
tranquillity ; the governor had provided 
provisions against our passage, the enemy 
left us quiet, and we enjoyed a day of com- 
ete repose. My baggage had long since 

en lost, and my only pair of boots were 
I had been riding with 
fragments of a soldier’s jacket tied round 
my feet, which I usually kept out of the 
stirrups, the contact of the iron increasing 
the cold. At Orcha, the invaluable Paul 
brought me a Jew (the Jews were our chief 
purveyors on that retreat) with boots for 
I selected a pair and threw away 
my old ones, which for many days I had 
not taken off. My feet were already in a 
bad state, sore and livid. I bathed them, 
put on fresh stockings and my new boots, 
and contrived with a pair of old trowsers, 
a sort of leggings or overalls, closed at the 
‘bottom, and to be worn over the boots. 
From that day till we got beyond the Nie- 
men, a distance of one hundred and ten 
leagues, which took us three weeks to per- 
form, I never took off any part of my dress. 
During that time I suffered greatly from 
my feet ; they swelled till my boots were 
too tight for me, and at times I was in
